It must be recorded that 


no accident ever 
befell the Daredevil Balloonist while he was in 
Wilmington.

It was an awe-inspiring event, and there are 
probably dozens of picture-albums in Wilmington 
today that show pictures of the Dare Devil 
hanging suspended from his balloon as he soared | 
off into space.
